Mr, Nathan called in connection with the Bremer kidnaping 
case to advise that Monte^6arter had made a proposition to furnish all 
information concerning this case, including the hide-out, provided we 
put him on the street, Mr. Nathan indicated that there were indications 
in the papers that he^fanted for th^fSt. Valentines day massacre, but 
we don f t have anything on him aijway and, if necessary, we could live 
up to the letter of our agreement by putting him on the street, even if 
the police pick him up a minute afterward, I stated we should, of course, 
hold him while the hide-out and stoiy were being checked. 


Mr. Nathan stated he had been considering the advisability of 
moving Monte Carter to Detroit (because it is near Chicago) or some other 
place before he is questioned and, if he comes through with enough 
information, we could then file on Barker, advising that he was of the 
opinion, as had been indicated, that it is almost impossible to keep 
five persons in any prison without their knowing of the identity of the 
other prisoners, and requested information concerning the acccmnodations 
in Detroit. I advised that Detroit was not ideal by any means but that 
I believed he could be kept safely there. 


I advised Mr. Nathan that the Post this morning carried an 
article to the effect that the)4oroner 1 s jury condemned us in our promiscuous 
shooting, stating that we should be more careful. Mr. Nathan stated that 
he had not yet received a copy of the report, because it had apparei tly 
not yet been written up, but the papers out there printed it as being in 
the report. He advised that he would get a copy of the report as soon as 
it came out and forward this information to the Division.

Mr. Connelley telephoned from Chicago and stated that they 
had succeeded in getting^rlonty to talk, and he has given them the location 
of the hideout there in Bensenville, Illinois. He has furnished the iden- 
tity of the persons who occupy the two houses, and Mr. Connelley stated 
that Mr. Brener undoubtedly lied to them as to the actual identification 
of the house". He has also furnished the information as to where we can 
find the location of the hideout of these fellows for the winter; that 
the place is in Florida on a lake there. Monty furnished information and 
directions as to how the place may be reached, he having been down there 
about December 18, 1934* at which time he made a contact with Doc Barker 
andyPSlim" . 


Mr. Connelley stated that he believes that if the place at 
Bensenville is contacted with this man known to be in custody, it will 
serve to tip off the men down in Florida. I suggested that the necessary 
check, though, should be made of the place at Bensenville. Mr. Connelley 
stated that it might be well to take sufficient men from Chicago and 
establish a base of operation near the locality of the men in Florida; 
that from there they could conduct an investigation to ascertain the 
name of a responsible person to act as a guide! Mr. Connelley stated 
that if and when they rented cars down there tdC travel around, they 
should not attempt to use the Division Hudsons; \that it v;ould be better 
to use Fords or small cars of that nature. \ 

I suggested the possibility of taking the men and the equipment 
in airplanes and establish a\ base at either Atlanta or Birmingham; that 
at this base, the men could split up or rent the cars and complete what- 
ever plans may be made there.

He further stated that the Crime Conference with regard to 
the Bremer case which was scheduled to be held at Chicago today will 
not go forward this morning in view of the fact that most of the men 
were up all night and that arrangements have been made for the Agents 
reporting to attend this conference to find them plenty to do until 
the conference starts; that it is entirely probable the conference 
will be held this afternoon. If not, it will go forward without any 
question tomorrow. 

Concerning the Allen Cressler Bomberger kidnaping case, 

Mr. Nathan stated that this case had been entirely washed out in 
view of the fact that the victim * phoned the Chicago police at 3:30 
A.M. this morning stating that he had been released near the Great 
Northern Hotel in Chicago and arrangements were made for Agents of 
the Chicago Office to have him immediately brought to the Chicago 
Office. Mr. Nathan states he has conferred with the victim and 
does not believe his story. He claims he was kidnaped, taken to 
Indianapolis, brought to Chicago and released without any ramsom 
being paid. 
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Mr. Nathan states that under a little pressure he 
believes the true story of this case could be ascertained, but 
that he does not believe it would be advisable in view of the 
prominence of the victim's parents and that he is more convinced 
than ever at this time that there was actually no kidnaping 
involved in the case at all. He stated that the parents of the 
subject were on their way to the Chicago Office in order to 
obtain custosy of the victim and that he will be released shortly; 
that he furnished several leads which will be checked thoroughly. 

Mr. Nathan stated that he will hold shortly another 
session with the press and furnish them with information concerning 
Bryon Bolton, alias Monty Carter, but will give no information to 
the press relative to the women in custody; that, of course, no 
information would be given out relative to the apprehension of Karpis. 

He stated that a Coroner's inquest would be held this 
morning relative to the shooting of Gibson and arrangements have 
been made for Agent Brown to attend, in view of the fact that Brown 
was at the scene during the Shooting; is friendly with the 
investigator for the Coroner, and will tell the facts as they 
actually occurred; that is, that Gibson came out of the house 
armed and that five or six Agents fired - the identity of the 
person or persons that actually hit Gibson, of course, being 
unknown. 


Mr. Nathan further stated that everything was well 
under control and that he would communicate with you later on 
in the day.

The fingerprints of A. R. (Doc) Barker, with alias, received 

I in the Division from the Chicago Division office, and identified with 
fimerprints of DockPBarker, Identification Order #1219, were observed Jp 
show mutilation. Accordingly, when the fingerprints were received in the 
Identification Unit, they were compared immediately with the fingerprint 
cards filed in the special Mutilated Fingerprint File which was inaugurated 
as indicated in my memorandum of September 17, 1934. The fingerprints re- 
ceived currently were identified with a photographic copy of the: fingerprints 
of Doc Barker which had been placed in this special file, as indicated in 
my memorandum of September 26, 1934* 

An examination of the impressions of Barker appearing on the 
current fingerprint card shows that a considerable portion of eadi finger 
tip was scarred. The mutilation is centered in each finger about the core. 

An examination of the ten impressions allowed the correct primary and 
secondary classifications. The ridge counts were in doubt in so far as the 
exact number was concerned. However, from the general appearance of the 
ridges, the sub-groups necessary could be determined. 

It is believed that in this particular case which shows a rather 
serious mutilation an identification could have been effected in the regular 
fingerprint files within a reasonable time.

Please find enclosed herewith two photostatic copies marked 
Exhibit #1, made of a rough drawing of ther* hide-out used for 
the purpose of holding the victim in this case, while he was 
in the custody of subjects. As you have been previously advised, 
this hideout is located at Bensonville, Illinois, approximately 
twenty miles west, and six miles north of the loop in Chicago* 


The dwelling in which Bremer was held appears to have been & 
barn at one time. The front section, as indicated in the drawing 
in Exhibit #1, is comprised of two stories, while the back portion 
is shedlike in appearance, and one story in height. The red arrow 
indicates the entrance into the single story structure; the room 
in which Bremer was kept is located to the right of the entrance, 
and approximately directly opposite the window shown in the single 
story structure, and on the opposite side; in other words, adjacent 
to the alley. 


Also enclosed will be found two photostatic copies each marked 
Exhibit #2, which were made from a rough drawing showing the 
general contour of the vicinity of the house in which Bremer 
was kept a prisoner, and which is self-explanatory. 


At the present time. Agents of the Chicago Division Office are 
in possession of the house in which Bremer was kept, and are 
taking photographs of the interior, as well as securing exact 
measurements of the interior and the location of the various 
rooms, entrances, windows, and other particular points of interest.

according to Mr. Ladd, state he was held secretly in Chicago by the Division of 
Investigation, U. S. Department. "He was arrested as he left the North Side Apartment 
with a woman. At almost the same moment another group of Federal Agents raided an 
apartment at 3920 Pine Grove, killing Russell® Gibson. " On the day following the 
shooting, one of the newspaper men asked if it was not true that someone else had 
been taken in the near vicinity of the raid on the Pine Grove Avenue apartment. 

Ladd said no at that time, of course. After consulting you, I advised Mr. Ladd 
to inform that we had no comments to make on the subject. Mr. Ladd seems to t hink 
the information was received by the newspapers during their inquiry around the 
neighborhood after they had found some man and woman were taken. 


Mr. Ladd stqted he had taken signed statements from the people living 
in the hideout and had sent them home, there being nothing toindicate that they 
were mixed up in the activities. They are still holding EXmerf^ger. I advised 
there was no record in the Veterans Administration of Harold iCiff ■fvm , ^which is 
the latest spelling of the name given by Mr. Ladd. He stated that they had an 
18-page statement from Elmer Farmer, which was not as yet signed, but it is believed 
that it will be in a few moments, in which he admits that Goetz asked him to get a 
house where he wanted to keep a few men for a week or ten days; that he acted as 
a guard around town for the gang while they had Bremer in the house; that he tried 
to find out if any investigation was being made and reported to the gang; that the 
second day Bremer was kept at the hideout Alderton told him that it was Bremer who 
was held there for ransom. Elmer Farmer knows all of the gang and can identify 
their photographs and states that a few days after Bremer was released, Goetz gave 
him $1000. I stated he had better be included in the indictment. 


In connection with Monte\arter, Mr. Ladd stated he did not believe he was 
directly in on the kidnaping but obtained approximately #3000 from Goetz afterwards, 
He stayed with Mrs. Goetz most of the time during Goetz* s absence. It is believed 
Carter should be indicted end held as a witness, end that we should endeavor to 
have him placed on probation; that if we released him the police would probably 
pick him up and charge him with participation in the St. Valentine* s Day Massacre, 
ifr. Ladd stat ed Farmer will identify both of the Barkers as b eing present at_ths.

wherein there is sufficient evidence to justify an indictment, such an 
indictment would serve as protection to the Division in the event these 
individuals were subsequently killed or in the event any persons were 
killed in connection with efforts to apprehend and capture such persons. 

I am not at all sure that Mr. Tamm agrees with this viewpoint as he seems 
rather inclined to the view that efforts to apprehend individuals in such 
instances may be circumvented by publicity which usually results from the 
issuance of an Identification Order. Ifhile the Division Agents clearly 
were fully justified in killing Fred Barker and Maw Barker in that they 
resisted arrest when they were being sought for questioning, there is no 
indictment of record specifically charging them with participation in t 
kidnaping. Of course, it is true that Fred Barker was wanted for murder 
but there is no criminal record of Maw Barker.

I am transmitting under separate cover three Browning 
Automatic Rifles recovered on January 8, 1935, from the apart- 
ment occuuied hy Russell Gibson and one Thompson submachine gun 
recovered from the apartment occupied by Arthur *Doc n Barker. 

It will be noted that the serial numbers on all of these guns 
have been removed. It is, therefore, desired that these guns 
be given the usual laboratory tests in order that their origin 
may be traced. 


These guns have already been processed for latent 
\ fingerprints, photographs ana lifts of which are being trans-

As you know# *Doc" ^Barker, one of the participants In tha Brewer 
kidnaping, has been taken Into custody and Is presently Incarcerated la the 
County Jail at St* Paul# Minnesota. I feel that •Doc* Barker Is one of the 
B ost dangerous criminals in the country today and accordingly# every pre- 
caution should be taken# not only to prevent his escape# from the oounty Jell, 
but also to prevent Barker's committing suicide* When Barker was placed In 
the County Jail yesterday# arrangements ware made with the Sheriff to employ 
three special deputy sheriffs, so that one man will constantly remain In front 
of Barker's cell, keeping him under constant surveillance* The Sheriff's 
Office is unable to pay the expense of maintaining these three extra guards 
accordingly# Z recommend that the United States Marshal at St. Paul be 
Instructed to employ three additional deputy marshals to maintain this constant 
guard of Doc" Barker. Since ttie Sheriff at St. Paul has already employed three 
individuals known by him to hr trustworthy# it is suggested#* t the Marshal 
at. St* Paul be Instructed tor employ 4a .deputy United States^ Marshals those 
Individuals who have already been employed by the Sheriff* In view of the 
urgency of this situation# it is requested that if you approve this suggestion, 
telegraphic Instructions be Issued to the United States Marshal at St* Paul 
this morning# authorising the employment of these additional deputy United 
States Marshals*

After conferring -with the Atlantic City, N. J. P. D. Agent Sharp relayed 
the following information: 

On the strength of the teletype sent by the l!iani, Fla. p. D. the Buick 
Sedan Florida license D—5306, was located in the Coast Garage on South 
Kentucky Ave., Atlantic City, at about 3:30 All by Atlantic City Detec- 
tives Bddie Iiulhern, George Brennan and Archie '.Yhitham and Officers 
IfcGaffney and Korinelli, that they also had located the occupants of 
the car at the Hotel Danmore, 123 S. Kentucky Ave., Atlantic City, al- 
though this was about two hours later due to having some difficulty 
with a bell hop. 

After a gun battle with two individuals who escaped, these officers ar- 
rested hinonah Burdette and Delores Delaney, the latter having been 
shot in the leg presumably by Karpis during the gun battle. Jinonah 
Burdette stated that she and Delores Delaney had been staying at the 
Danmore Hotel, Atlantic City, with Alvin Karpis and Harry Campbell. 

The police pursued Karpis and Campbell who e scaped in a Pontiac Coach 
color pea-green, 1935 New Jersey license A-3073, engine No. 1039382, 
Serial 887356, the car being the property of one Harold Brand. The 
police pursued then down Pacific Ave., Atlantic City, but lost sight 
of them mid are not in a position to tell wuich way they are headed.

A 0.22 Colt revolver and a 0.22 rifle were round in the car. hinonah 
Burdette believed that Campbell was .shot in the scuffle and nay be 
dead.

She stopped at Lake Oklahawa with Fred and Kate Barker remain- 
ing there from about November 27, 1934, to last Sunday, Jan-

On January 9 Alvin Karpis visited them, coning from Hi ami. On 
January 13, she and Harry Campbell left for Iliami, going to a 
horse in Iliami maintained by Karpis, At t.iis place she met 
Delores Delaney for the first time. They stayed there until 
Wednesday, January 16, 1935, at which tine Karpis and Campbell 
left in the aforementioned Buick at that tine giving the girls 
a slip of paner with the name Dannore Hotel, Atlantic City, ad- 
vising then that they would meet them there. 

Tie girls left by train on that date, transferred in Philadel- 
i a , arid arrived at Atlantic City about 2il5 Hi, Friday , Jan— 
uary *18, 1935. They were registered under the name of the 
Graham sisters. 

Tlie men arrived Saturday morning, about 1;00 An. Tlie men were 
registered in room 403 and the girls in room 400.

Agent Sharp advises that a party by the name of Duke Randall 
sent a letter to V/illiam A. Morley, proprietor of the Danmore 
Hotel, Atlantic City, advising him that he was sending some friends 
and that he should see that these parties are referred to a good 
doctor. That they hed been referred to Dr. Carl A. Surran who, 
incidently , is the Surgeon of the Department of Public Safety 
in Atlantic City, they having no knowledge that he held that 
position. This letter was presumed to have come from Randall at 
the TaUiomi Hotel, lliami, Fla. Mr. Morley was of the opinion 
that Randall could be located in Newark, N. J.

wKenTie/was living at the GrantTfotel in Newark, New Jersey he 
met Jow Adams, the manager of the El Commodora Hotel down there; 
that Adams at that time came up there to try and buy a dog track 
and he chauffeured Adams around the city for a couple of weeks 
as a result of which a close friendship sprang up and they corres- 
ponded; that Adams invited him to come down to Miami, stating 
maybe he could help him get a job, especially when the dog season 
started; that as a result of this Ra n d a l l and a boy named Gregory 
* Codoma came down to Miami together and lived at Adams* hotel for 
a while, and while there, about the first week of December, they 
saw Fred* Barker and his mother around the lobby of the hotel, 
also Harry^Campbell. Randall stated he did not know any of them 
by their names and was never introduced to them, but he had seen 
Joe Adams talking with them and he had spoken to them several times. 
The Ford coupe which Randall now has, and which car Karpis bought 
in Cleveland, was bought by him from Fred Barker for $300. Mr. 
Hanson stated they now have this car. ' Randall claims Barker at 
that time used the name of Charles M^Bronson. 

Randall also stated that he bought for Karpis the Buick 
sedan which he had; that Adams had brought Karpis over to Randall 
in the lobby of the hotel, and introduced him to him as Morrison, 
asking him if he would not do Karpis a favor; that Karpis told him 
the car he had picked out and gave him twelve $100 bills, and that 
he bought the car and gave it to Karpis. Hanson stated they had 
found the bill of sale for the car in Randall's home. Randall 
/further claims that on Tuesday or Wednesday of last week Winona 
SBurdette had come to him at the race track where he worked and 
asked for a letter of recommendation to some hotel in Atlantic 
City; that there was no indication that they were leaving town 
hurriedly, so he gave them a letter to the hotel up there. Ha 
stated Winona Burdette was with Karpis' girl at that time. 
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R andall claims that is all he knows about them, that fee 
did not give them any other addresses and had no idea where they 
were going. Hanson stated they will continue to work on him and 
try to secure more information. 

Hanson stated there had been no publicity down there 
about picking Randall up; that the only thing in the papers was a ^ 
United Press dispatch from Atlantic City saying that the Department 
of Justice had advised they were going to pick up a man named 
"Duke" down in Miami. 

Hanson stated that he thought we should attempt to secure 
more information from Randall before picking up Joe Adams, in connec- 
tion with a harboring charge.

With reference to my teletype summary of developments at 
Chicago on the early morning of January 11, 1935, in connection with 
the above case, and particularly with reference to theftraid conducted 
at 3912 Pine Grove Avenue, at which time Russell G. Gif son was killed, 
and my later teletype of January 11, 1935 as to the Coroner* a verdict, 
particularly with reference to the situation that the Coroner's Jury 
might have condemned the actions of the Division Agents, as will be 
noted from enclosures which are attached hereto, this situation was 
garbled in a newspaper story which appeared, and which has previously 
been called to the attention of the Division. . 

There are enclosed herewith two photostatic copies of the 
i nquest record as to Russell G. Gibscn as reported by James JpC'vh&len, 
i Deputy Coroner to Frank J. Walsh, Coroner, Cook County, Illinois, dated 
Vanuary 10, 1935, from which it will be noted that it is indicated that 
Russell G. Gibson came to his death on January 9, 1935, at the American 
Hospital, from a shotgun wound in the abdomen, caused than the deceased, 
who was a fugitive from Justice, was attempting to escape arrest by 
U.S. Government Agents, and was struck by bullets fired from the guns of 
said Government Agents on January 8, 1935, at the rear of 3912 Pine Grove 
Avenue, about 11.40 PJi. It will also be noted that the inquest record 
reads in part: "We, the Jury, find this occurrance to he Justifiable homi- 
cide". With further reference to the contents of this inquest report, it 
will be noted on page 13 thereof that the Coroner* s Jury returned a verdict 
as above indicated without any reference to any condemnation of the activi- 
ties of the Agents in connection with the case. However, it will also be 
noted with reference to the proceedings before the Deputy Coroner, that 
the Deputy Coroner made the statement: "For the sake of the record Z 
want to conmend tha United States Government Agents. ,At the same time 
I think when making arrests cf this kind that some precaution should be 
taken to assure the lives of neighbors and other public officials, who 
might not be aware of the type of aiTest they are trying to make". 
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In this connection reference Is made to the following quoted 
memorandum submitted by Special Agent J* 7* Metcalfe, who called at the : 
office of the Coroner, Cook County, Illinois, in order to obtain a copy 
of the Coroner's report in this matter, which It is believed is self- 
explanatory: 

"On January 10, 1935, the writer was instructed to call at the 
office of the Coroner of Cook County, Chicago Illinois , for the 
purpose of obtaining copies of the Coroner r s verdict and autopsy 
in connection with the death of Russell Gibson, and accordingly 
\ the writer interviewed Mr. Butler as also the Chief Dep uty V. L • 
wSchlaager, At this time Chief Deputy Sohlaeger informed the writer 
^substantially as follows: 

•Inci dentally, I want to tell you and you can tell It to whoeever 
may be interested in your office, whether they want to know it or 
not, that the account of the inquest proceedings and the Coroner v s 
verdict, as published in today's newspapers, is not correct in say- 
ing the Coroner f 8 jury criticized the government Agents for their 
conduct at the time of the raid, which resultedin the death of 
Russell Gibscn* The way the thing happened was that I was talking 
to the jury after the proceedings had been concluded, and after the 
Government Agents, the witnesses, and reporters had left the room, 
and at that time I told the jury that I thought that the Agents 
ought to use more precaution in the future in conducting their 
raids so that no mistake as to their identity may be made by other 
law enforcement bodies orother persons, and so that no innocent 
persona may be injured at such a time. I want you to know also that 
the Coroner f s verdict does not mention anything other than that the 
death of Russell Gibson was a case of justifiable homicide, and this 
verdict does not in any way mention anything in regard to the con- 
duct of the Government Agents* For some reason or other the news- 
papers in Chicago mist be sore at the Department of Justice, and 
that is probably why their stories read like they did today* The 
story in the Chicago Evening American, however, is not like ths 
stories in the other papers and this story comes closer to giving 
a truthful account of what the actual conversation was between ths 
jury and myself than the stories in the other newspapers.* 

The statements made by Chief Deputy Schlaeger were entirely unsoli- 
cited and were made to the writer without the writer having entered 
into any discussion whatever with him." 
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With further reference to ny telephone conversation with Mr* 

Tamm, end the information set out in my teletype of this date, it should 
be noted that immediately upon my becoming aware that any shooting was 
necessary at the scene of this activity, I arranged with the janitor at 
3912 Pine Grove Avenue to call the Police, and if they were already an 
their way, to meet them at the entrance and direct them to me, advising 
them of who we were* Shortly thereafter the Police arrived on the scene 
and were contacted by me and advised of the situation, the siege at the 
front door still having continued, Inasmuch as we were not certain whether 
all of the occupants cf the apartment from which Russell Gibson had emerged 
had left the place, and these officers were very friendly and cooperative, 
and remained with us until the job was completely cleaned up* Thereafter 
Lieutenant William V. Blaul of the Tovnhall Police Station, agreed to 
place two men on the premises with our n»n there in order that the apart- 
ment might be safe guarded against entrance by newspapers, sightseers, etc. 
until such time as we could remove the numerous guns found there, end take 

( fingerprints from various objects on the inside of the apartment* Also 
in this connection, previous to the arrival of the police at the scene 
of the activities at 3912 Pine Grove Avenue, they had been contacted by 
the three Division Agents who rere stationed at the corner of the alley 
leading from the rear of this apartment and Irving Park Boulevard, at 
v.hich time the Agents identified themselves to these officers, and the 
officers stationed themselves to assist should anything occur. This was 
prior to the time the shooting had actually occurred, and when the 
shooting did take place in the &ll$r these officers took the necessary 
positions to assist should anyone try to emerge from the alley*

Mr. Whitley telephoned from Philadelphia wii 
to the abandoned car, found. near Quakerstown, Pennsylvania, which car was 
the one used fov ftfirpij-; and Campbell i n making their escape from Atlantic 
City. Mr. Whitley stated that he had been unable to contact the Chief of 
Police at Quaker town, who was the individual who took the car into custody* 
but that he had talked with the Chief* s daughter; that she advised him that 
the car had been found by a farmer about two miles south of Quakertown; that 
the farmer had notified the Chief of Police at Quakertown who after several 
hours delay, apparently, went down and took the car into custody and then 
notified the Pennsylvania State Police at Doylestown, Pennsylvania. There 
was no blood in the car when found, but there were four bullet holes, and 
the car is now at the State Police barracks at Doylestown.

Agent D. E, Hall of the Detroit Office telephoned from Cleve- 
land, Ohio to advise that Agent Tripanl had returned from Wadsworth, Ohio 
Where he had interviewed Dr* H. H. Hunsicker, an intern physician attached 
to the Allentown State Hospital, Allentown, Pennsylvania, and who resides 
at 1625 Grace Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


Dr. Hunsicker advised that at about 8 A.M., yesterday morning, 
while driving from Philadelphia to Allentown, he was stopped by two 
individuals whom he identifies as Alvin^Kfi mis and HwrryV.ftmphpll. as he 
was approaching Allentown. Campbell took the wheel of his car and Karpis 
got in the back seat with a machine gun and kept him covered. They then 
drove his car over back roads and finally reached Highway #224, near 
Guilford Center, Ohio, around 9:30 P.M. They took him into Grange H a ll , 
a Masonic Lodge, bound him hand and foot, and departed in his car, and 
the doctor is of the impression that they proceeded west on Highway 224 
toward Fort Wayne, Indiana and thence into Chicago. Dr. Hunsicker upon 
freeing himself telephoned the Sheriff at Medina, Ohio and advised him 
of the incident. Dr. Hunsicker described his car as a 1934 Plymouth 
coach, black with a thin green body stripe, bearing 1935 Pennsylvania 
license 39179. The motor number is TE-209213 and the body number 
2378079. The car also bore a doctor's emblem and contained a Keystone 
clock and a doctor's kit. 


Dr. Hunsicker stated that Campbell was wearing an overcoat 
that Karpis had no overcoat nor suit coat, and that Karpis took the 
doctor's coat from him to wear. Neither Karpis nor Campbell appeared to 
be injured and they did not request medical attention.

Mr. Nathan stated 
that this makes the case pretty nearly "Tool— proof 1 • He stated 
he had suggested to Ladd that Farmer, Carter and Allerton should 
be brought to St. Paul on Sunday night, and we can hold them in 
the jail there, so that they will be available if the United 
States Attorney wants them as witnesses. I asked Nathan whether 
he thought they would disclose the identity of the witnesses 
before the Grand Jury, and he stated that, in view of the leaks 
in the community up there, he could not guarantee this. I 
asked that every effort be made to keep these witnesses confi- 
dential. Mr. Nathan stated he desired to emphasize the fact 
that we owe Monte Carter quite a bit, as he did come through 
with valuable information. 


Mr. Nathan stated that the question had been raised as 
to who was going to pay for the three extra guards, working in 
eight hour shifts, who are watching Doc Barker, and that he had 
stated that, if no one else would pay for it, we would. Mr. 

Nathan stated that during the Urschel trial there were a nuaber of 
extra guards, and at thAt time the Marshal was authorized to employ 
a number of special Deputy Marshals, paying them out of his fund, 
and Mr. Nathan stated he believed the Department. ;.should authorize 
the Marshal at St. Paul to employee three extra Deputy Marshals 
for the purpose of watching Doc Barker, and the Marshal can then 
employ the three men the Sheriff has already picked out. Mr. 
Nathan stated the Marshal is a fine fellow, but that no one can 
get alone with the Chief Deputy Marshal. 


Mr. Nathan stated that Barker’s bond had been set at 
#100,000 yesterday, and that a subpoena had been telegraphically 
forwarded to the Coroner at Ocala, Florida, with regard to the 
■ money the automobile. I advised that Alt has #10,000 of this 
money. Mr. Nathan stated that he is to get a decision this morning 
as to who they are going to indict, and he will let me know as

keys to a safety deposit box together with a contract for the rental of 
a safety deposit box, number 344 > rented from the Havana, Cuba, branch of the 
National City Bank of New lork, on September 22, 1934 > in the name of E.H.Wagner. 
Mr. Connelley stated that it is entirely possible that the rest, or a portion, 
of the Bremer money is in that box, and that he believes that an effort should 
be made through the U.S. Attorney at Miami and the Ambassador to Cuba, to either 
get into the box, or tie it up so that no one else can get into it. It wo uld 
probably not be wise to try to get into the box by merely taking the keys down 
end posing as the owner, because the contract states that the box can only b£ 
opened by the individual signing the contrect in the presence of the bank 
official who signed the contrect elso. I instructed Mr. Connelley to telephone 
fa* .Alt at Jacksonville and have him get in touch with the U.S .Attorney and that 
I would have the Cuban section of the State Department heie in Washington contacted 
the first thing in the morning, and have them cable the ambassador to Cuba 
to cooperate fully and to do everything he could. I also instructed Mr. Connelley 
to forward the keys by registered airmail to Mr. Hanson, at the Alcazar Hotel 
at Miami, Florida, in order that they might be available there. 

Mr. Connelley requested authority to keep three of the agents 
from the New York office for tonight in order to cover some contacts in the 
Philadelphia district as well as to keep guard of the women as the Philadelphia 
office did not have enough available to adequately cover the situation.

When the Negro replied in the negative, they 
told him that they would give him something to do. The plans were com- 
pleted, and it was arranged that the Negro should meet the parties at 6:30 
P.M. Mr. Connelley made a plant at the designated spot, but the parties 
failed to show up.
